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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record fails to teach or render obvious a mask comprising, inter 
alia, a housing on an inner surface of the mask, an arm having first and second ends, 
wherein the first end extends from the housing and the second end supports a tubular 
mouth-piece, and first and second microphones capsule are mounted at a distal end of 
the tubular mouthpiece (or the acoustic chamber of the mouth-piece). 

US 5,572,990 to Berlin fails to teach dual microphone capsules located at a distal 
end of a tubular mouthpiece, wherein the tubular mouth-piece is supported on an arm 
extending from a housing disposed on the mask. Instead, Berlin teaches dual 
microphone capsules that are located on a printed circuit board.
